My eldeſt fon, at the age of four years, had a 
violent eruption all over his body, which ſoon” 
diſappeared without any medicines, by the liberal 
uſe of ſalt and gravy, No diet is ſo” proper for 
children as that 5 animal ſubſtance; and the 
healthieſt children I ever faw, were thoſe Who 

had been uſed to it from the time that they were
